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J*S"" The euruluient of the citizens who 
arc subject to military dnty 13 progressing 
actively. The Deputy Provo3t Marshals, wo 
believe, take the names of all persons between 
the ages of twenty and forty-five, reserving 
the question of exemptions for fnture aJjust- 
ment. The enrolment 01 the entire militia 
force of the nation is a measure intended to 
•expedite a draft should it become necessary to 
order one to m«et any future exigency. The 
volunteering for the twenty thousand addi- 
tional troops from Kentucky is proceeding 
■with such alacrity, that the prospect of a draft 
in our State is daily diminishing. We have 
already a very handsome proportion of our 
entire white male population in the service, 
and when the additional quota is raised, we 
think Kentucky will have come up squarely 
to all the requirements which the Government 
■will make. 



Mysterious Mcrdir. — A murder has been 
committed in Cincinnati which has oc.-asioned 
considerable excitement. Last Tuesday morn- 
ing, about half past three o'clock, the Provost 
Cuard was proceeding along Sixth street, with 
the intention of arresting a cauple of deserters 
■who were supposed to be at J ulia Dye's house, 
■when their attention was called by some mar- 
ket people, just in from the country, to a sjl- 
dier who they thought was asleep on the hay 
scales, in the Sixth street market space. The 
guard marched over to arouse him, but found 
that he was stiff and cold, and quite dead, an 
examination showing that he had received a 
fata! stab in the abdomen, probably from a 
dirk knife. 

A Coronor's inquest was held by Dr. Do- 
herty, when it was stated by Julia Dye that 
about one o'clock in the morning a disturb- 
ance had taken place on the sidewalk in front 
of her house, between five soldiers and three 
citizens, but the knew nothing of the cause 
••of the quarrel nor its result. Another woman, 
named Julia Steele, who keeps a house ot a 
similar character to that of Julia Dye, on the 
opposite side of the street, deposed that she 
also witnessed the disturbance, and saw one 
of the soldiers stagger over and lay down on 
th^L*y > scales; but she thought he was drunk, 
took no more notice of him. This is all 
that is known of this affair, except that the 
name of the deceased was Samuel Snyder, 
that he belonged to company B, of the 50th 
Pennsylvania regiment, that his parents re- 
fide in Readiug, Pennsylvania, and that he is 
twenty-two years of age, and a Cijrmtn by 
birth. 

He had arrived on Monday morning from 
Camp Dick Robinson, and -had only just been 
paid off, so that he must have had a considera- 
ble amount of money on him; the precise sum 
is not known, but it is supposed to be between 
$75 and $130. When found yesterday morn- 
ing, however, therg was not a cent found on 
aim. The whole affair is enshrouded in mys- 
tery. 

BtgyMr. P. M. Drexel, the banker, flied in 
Philadelphia last Saturday, from the effects of 
injuries received by jumping from a railroad 
oar while in motion. lie was born in Tyro!, 
an Austrian subject, in 1772, was educated in 
Niclati, and, exhibiting early talent as an ar- 
tist, adopted the profession of a portrait-painter. 
•Owing to political troubles, he removed in his 
youth to Paris, and shortly afterwards, in 
1819, to this country. Having married and 
lnade his home in Philadelphia, he visited 
Peru, Chili, and other States of South Ameri- 
ca. He was a friend of Bolivar in the strug- 
gle for Spanish-American independence, and 
pejnted the only likeness 0/ the Liberator 
which commemorates his features. Subse- 
quently Mr. Drexel passed some time in Mex- 
ico, and, having acquired some smallmeans, 
commenced the business of money exchange 
in Louisville, in partnership with Mr. I. M. 
Franciscus, but in 133" he returned to Phila- 
delphia and established the banking bouse ou 
Third Btreet, which he rapidly advanced to a 
foremost pla- e amongst those of the country. 

165™" The St. Pcul Press furnishes some in- 
teresting details of the expedition which will 
soon move against the hostile Indians of the 
Northwest. It will consist of nine companies 
of the 7tb, two companies of the 9th, andeiirht 
companies of the 10th Minnesota rtgtwMat*, 
bebidto nine companies of Mounted Rangers, 
and a battery of eight pieces and one hundred 
aid thirty men. The train will consist of 
three hundred mule wagons, six mnles to a 
wagon, and twenty ambulances. Its route is 
not made public, but its supposed destination 
is Devil's Lake — the place where the Indians 
arc gathering. The expedition will act in 
concert with that of Gen. Cook, which is tj 
move forward from Sioux City, Iowa. Low 
water has somewhat delayed movements. Be- 
sides the above force, 1,802 men will be left to 
'uard the frontier settlements, and seven hun- 
dx?S»^tand of arms have been distribute 1 
among the settlers for self-defence.

Nrw Publications. — History of the In- 
tellectual Development of Europe, by John Wm. 
Draper, M. D., LL. D., has been published by 
Harper k Brothers in large and excellent type. 
The author is the distinguished Profes30r of 
Chemistry and Physiology in thellniversityof 
New York. In 1860, before the British Asjo- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, held 
at Oxford, ho read an abstract of the physio- 
logical argument contained in this work, and 
he now gives the historical evidence.

Through this 
medium history presents to us a new aspect, 
and we gain a more just and thorough appre- 
ciation of the thoughts and motives of men in 
successive ages of the world. Vast erudition 
is displayed in this work, and is destined to 
assume a high position among the standard 
philosophical literature of the day.

By giving them permanent occupation they 
would become much more useful than the 
temporary help which i3 now obtained, and 
paid for at regulation price3. This idea is a 
very admirable one, but we fear there would 
not be places sufficient to supply the pressing 
wants of the women who have been bereaved 
by the vicissitudes of war. It occurs w us 
that a society of their own sex, started under 
proper and influential auspices, might accom- 
plish great good. If some of our benevolent 
ladies would take this matter in hand, they 
might form an association which could be 
supplied with Government work, and thu3 
give the soldiers' widows an opportunity of 
earning a living by the needle. There is a 
great deal of work ordered directly by the 
War Department, and contractors could doubt- 
less be induced to give a preference to those 
who 6tand so lamentably ia need of assist- 
ance. A "Widow's Home" might soon be 
made self-supporting, and its inm ates would 
become independent ofcharity, and able to 
eupply their own wants. The women of 
Louisville have acted nobly and generously 
throughout the entire war, and there are still 
many calls upon them, but this suggestion 
we hope will be acted upon. The mode of. 
carrying out the design can best be devised 
by tbem, so that the feelings of the indigent 
may be respected, and they be made to feel 
that they are not eating the bread of depen- 
dence. ,

NEGRO OUTRAGE— PROMPT PUNISHMENT. 
llKADQCAIiTIRS 12TII Ky. CAVALBY, ] 

Near Columbia, Ky., Juno 5. J 

I write yon a few lines this beautiful sum- 
mer morning, to give you some information as 
to how we are all getting along, and the news 
of the country generally — that is so far as it 
has come under my immediate observation. 
This morning all is quiet with uj, but yester- 
day, for about an hour, the utmost excitement 
prevailed, fre ra the following cause: On the 
evening of the 3d inst., there were some officers' 
negro servants out in the country buying milk 
and other things for their master; to eat; and, 
while on their way bacK to camp, one of the 
Bcoundrels bad the impudence to attack a little 
schoolgirl. Tying ber hands, he proceeded to 
accomplish bis hellish design, or whatever 
his passions dictated to him to do. Well, as 
soon ns the girl got home she informed her 
parents of what had happened. Tho old gen- 
tleman came to camp and reported to M .: >r 
Delfosse, who is in command. He immedi- 
ately put every negro, both of this regiment 
er.d ot the 9th Kentucky cavalry, under guard. 
The old gcnllemt-n went back borne and 
brought his daughter in, and she described the 
negro before she saw any of them. Then they 
were (the negroes) all hroughtout in aline for 
her to pick out the guilty one. She pointed 
him out; he was then examined, found to be 
dressed as she had stated, and every mark was- 
there that sho reported. She said he had a 
sore finger and a needle sticking in the 
left breast of his jacket. He (the negro) 
came ont with a blanket around his shoul- 
ders. That was removed. The needle was 
there and his finger was sore. Major Delfosse 
wanted to do what was right about the mat- 
ter. He bad a court of nine officers to inves- 
tigate and say what should be done with the 
negro. But, before I go any further, I must 
eay to you that there were two negroes for 
trial, as they both had been seen out in the 
country together. Well, the chicken-heart- 
ed officers, if I may be allowed to uso the ex- 
pression, were inclined to have the negroes 
both cleared, and decided that they should be 
sent to jail for the civil authority to investi- 
gate tho matter. Major D. then turned the 
negroes in charge of the officer of the day to 
be delivered to the civil authority for trial. 
Major D. then had nothing more to do with 
the matter, and went to his quarters to attend 
to eome private business. Presently, the 
men were called on to know whether or 
not they would allow them to go to jail — 
and if ever you saw men fall out they 
did it. Some of tho 9th Kentucky cavalry were 
here; they broke for their arms; our boys 
all armed themselves. The negro (that is, the 
guilty one) was taken from the guard. We 
led him out, and asked him to tell U3 the truth. 
Proof against him was as much as we wanted 
He said "I am guilty; but have the preacher 
pray forme.'' Well," we are all fond of preach- 
ers, praying, &c, but were not out on that 
business then; consequently, we had no time 
for ceremony, you may rest assured. The 
Major heard the shooting. He ran out of 
his tent and ordered every man to h ; n quarters. 
The bugle was sounded, the roll ca'.fed; every 
man answered to his name, and ir a few min- 
utes you could not have told that there had 
been anything the matter. In the evening 
the Major had an escort and escorted the other 
negro to jail. Tho boys were willing then 
that he should go though. If he had been 
treated as the other one was, I shsuld have 
tieen better satisfied. There were about a 
dozen bullet holes clear through him. He was 
killed too easy. « 

I would say, now, for the benefit of those 
who would wish to meddle with this affair, 
that we are Federal soldiers, Kentuckians, and 
some of the regiments Indianians, but we are 
fighting to put down this rebellion, the most 
damnable the annals of history ever knew; 
and that, while we are doing this, we do not 
intend to suffer our fair ladies insulted by 
any one, and especially by negroes. 

1 wonder what the President will think of 
the 12th Kentucky cavalry if he should ever 
bear of them. Well, tell him if we get_a 
chance we will fight rebels, and if a negro 
insults one of our ladies we'll kill him. 
All of us have either wives, mothers, si3ters, 
friends, or loving sweethearts at home, and 
we want them protected from all such out- 
rages. But 1 have written more than I in- 
tended. You will please publish this for the 
benefit of our frienas at home, it will do them 
good to know their sons, fathers, brothers, and 
lovers still cherish them and will protect them 
from all harm. W. N.

Mb. Chittenden's Speech. — The speech of 
Senator Crittenden at Lexington to his con- 
stituents, like the admirable psoductions ef 
Gov. Seymour, rises to the high ground a 
patiiet should occupy at such an hour as this. 
It is in noble tone. While it arraigns the Ad- 
ministration for its partisan schemes, it incul- 
cates the paramount duty of looking above 
the Administration to the government and 
urges unflinching support of this in good re- 
port and in evil report. "Here," he said, in a 
fnrore of applause, "is the rebellion with the 
sword uplifted: is it not our duty to save our 
country first and then turn round and save the 
Constitution." 

The patriot, ia this splendid speech, utters 
plain words as to the policy of the Administra- 
tion; the harder and more effectual for their 
calmness and dignity. Tbey recall the tone 
of Governor Seymour's addresses prior to his 
election; for the same sentiment of opposition 
to the suicidal abolition policy of the Govern- 
ment runs through those gentlemanly appeals 
to the reason of the men of New York, that 
is seen in this address of Mr. Crittenden to the 
men of Kentucky. The sx-Senator solemnly 
pronounces these measures impolitic and un- 
constitutional; the New England pertinacity 
on the negro to be fanatical; and has a noble 
rebuke to the demagogues of the day who be- 
lieve, that before another morning's sun, they 
can produce a better government than Wash- 
ington and the gTeatmenof his time perfected. 

His counsel to the conservative men is 
worthy of a statesman. Every day wc hear ' 
men asking, who deplore such Austrian busi- 
ness ns breaking down the doors of the Homo 
to save American liberty— "what shall we do? 
Can we stand this? What shall be the next 
outrage? Arc the people to submit to mani- 
fest usurpations of power? The counsel of 
this well-timed speech is wise. The patriot 
says: 

I would have every man have spirit enough 
fo declare his opinions and offer his protests. 
Without this freedom of speech there can be 
no lasting liberty ; tho Republic cannot exist. 
If every man should close his lips, and not 
venture even a word against violated rights, 
who could maintain free government? No- 
body. A people who cannot discuss the public 
measures of the nation, and apply the neces- 
sary rebuke to secure correction of wrongs, 
cannot be a free people, and do not deserve to 
be. But it is not necessary that it be done 
with passion. You are a portion 0! the people 
of the United States; act in a manner be- 
coming your high character. Sedition does 
not become it. Action, at the proper time, 
and in the proper manner, according to legal 
and constitutional provision, is what we want, 
and what the world has a right to expect. 

The means — discussion, protests, resolves, 
now, and, when the times of election come 
round, such action as Bball expel from the 
teats of power the authors of these usurpa- 
tions and put in their places patriots and states- 
men of the school of the great men who 
founded the republic. But, meantime, to sui- 
ply men and money without stint or measure, 
to transmit this country entire to posterity. 
The world Lever saw such a cause as this. 
While being patient for the hour of the ballot, 
be true to the Flag.

Yet he hesitates to strike his fatal blow ; or, 
rather, he sheathes his deadly weapon, and 
makes its fall comparatively harmlesj, by ad- 
milting, beforehand, that the author of the 
Picture "is not to be blamed at all for his opin- 
ions or bis utterances." Your correspondent 
is duly thankful for such a deliverance, and, 
on .his part, would commisf rate the venerable 
walchman for his loss of time and strength, 
of resources, temper, and, perhrp3, reputation, 
in so painfully contending with a shadow. 
For it will be asked, why he should have un- 
dertaken a work which, according to his own 
confession, must bo regarded only as superer- 
ogatory and invidious, or why he should pro- 
fess, as he does, sorrow and tender pity for one 
who has done nothing worthy of the punish- 
ments afterwards inflicted? 
The watchman is probably unconscious of his 
own doubling. Or, he means to be understool 
to follow, r.s a watchman, the law which he is 
understood to follow as an interpreter of Scrip- 
ture, that is, to resolve, the literal into figure, 
and dissolve the figurative into — nothing. 
However, upon what he gees on to say, your 
corres) ondent will venture, not for personal 
but public reasons, a few remarks, such as may 
be Chrisliauly conceived and constitutionally 
uttered, and therefore not reasonably to be 
deemed exceptionable, even in these angry 
tirr.es. 

As far as the watchman's ideas are con- 
ceinrd, in distinction from the words which 
cumber and obscure them; or, as far as his 
reasoning is to be considered aside from the 
lively rhetoric which gives it a characteristic 
specious appearance und consequent popular 
effect, his view from the watch-tower is very 
sim ply analyzed. For h'13 ideas, or, rather, the 
one idea which is ever present to him — the 
fpectre that ever haunts him — is slavery; not 
the question of its origin, its design, its his- 
tory, its relation to moral government, its sub- 
serviency to the ends of moral providence, or 
its practical necessity, as things are, to the 
occasional or permanent regulation of dis- 
tinct and discordant races, or the uses of gen- 
eral probation, but its "stupendous wrong." 
It is all wrong — the sum of all villainies. 
That is the beginning, the middle, and the 
end of the whole matter — the one image of 
bis morbid fancy. 

His reasoning corresponds. For, a3 far a3 
he affects to prove this stupendous wrong, he 
goes not to any of those comprehensive 
sources from which a Christian man's ideas 
of such a subject, and its reasonings about it, 
should be drawn, but to the opinions of some 
excellent and distinguished men. He parades 
honored names, in long array, from all lb? 
leading circles and denominations of the land. 
They have spoken in alleged conformity with 
his ideas, and, consequently, all questions arc 
decided. Whoever differs from them is, of 
course, worthy only cf stripes or banishment. 

The particular argumentagainst the Picture, 
which seems to have been its greatest figure, 
and which, as a rhetorician, he has learnsd to 
use adroitly for popular effect, is ad invidiam — 
ihat the painter brings "foul charges" again3t 
these greatand honorable men, inasmuch as he 
implies that they are all abolitionists, and af- 
firms that abolitionists are "foul" offenders. 

Now, both as to his great idea, and his ar- 
gumentative proof, of the sinfulness of slavery 
— which he treats as a system, in distinction 
fiom the way and manner in which it is some- 
times carried on — it is enough to say, that 
while the watchman conceivesliis idea another 
man may conceive a different and opposite 
idea, met these di tit-rent and opposite ideas 
may be equally justified by different bodies of 
great and distinguished men. Consequently, 
by this reafor.er's method, slavery is proved to 
be both right and wrong; and, equally, truth 
and falsehood, right and wrong, virtue aid 
vice, in any of their concrete forms, are proved 
to be identical or interchangeable — just where 
our modern humanitarian and pantheis:ic wis- 
dom comes out at last, logically and practical- 
ly, in measuring all systems and acts by their 
supposed subserviency to the interests of the 
philcsopbers and politicians, whose criterion 
is notOod b, but man's. 

Our learned watchman would have been 
wiser to have reflected, that bis great idea of 
the stupendous wrong of slavery as a system, 
an institution, was certainly not the idea of 
Moses and the prophets, of Christ and the 
apostles; and that their legislation, predic- 
tions, precepts and warnings are altogether 
cn the other side. The inspired men who so 
cr ; .| hatically denounce the judgments of heav- 
en upon all oppression, injustice, cruelty and 
the like— .vices io common iu tho magisterial 
relations of earth, yet do it id subjection to 
Divine laws and precepts, which prescribe and 
recognize the rightfulness of slavery as of 
other forms of government, delegated ami re- 
quired according to existing states of Ihiir^j. 
They declare the right of the master, and, as 
the case may be, his duty, to buy, and hold, 
and punish his slave as the master s property — 
his money — which no other man has a right to 
steal more than purse or coat,nor to emancipate, 
nor alienate at all, without the master's con- 
sent, and by due forms of law. He should 
have considered, that hosts of learned and 
good men, in all subsequent periods, 
who have not liked to interpret scrip- 
ture, after the watchman's fashion, by a 
hither law, have testified and actod to the 
same effect. But, especially, he should have 
considered, that to reason, as he has done, and 
as the custom now is, from tho authority of 
uninspired men, on questions of right and 
wiorg, regarding the constituted relations of 
social life which involve Those questions, is 
necessarily to err, because questions of right 
and wrong are referable only or ultimately to 
the will ot God, and there is no expression of 
God s will higher or more authoritative than 
his written word. He should have been mind- 
ful, that neither philosophers nor politicians, 
neither divines nor even watch rs upon high 
towers, are to be rated with God-coinmission- 
ed patriarchs, law-givers and apostles, in pre- 
scribing the ordinances, or regulating the pol- 
icy, of the social state. He should not have for- 
gotten that our Lord himself, so far from enter- 
taining the watchman's great idea, recognized 
the law and the rightfulness of slavery under 
his very dispensation of the cross, and instead 
of cursing, tern mended even a Roman slave- 
holder as having greater t'uilh than he had 
found in Israel. 

As to this watchman's particular invidious 
argument, had he seen fit to criticise the pic- 
ture with Christian candor, or even with 
scientific accuracy, he would have perceived 
that it indulged in no such "foul charges" and 
offensive per:onalities as he disingenuously 
represents. The painter meant to draw, and 
is well assured that he drew, a faithful por- 
trait of abolitionism, as it was and as it is; not 
an angel of light but of darkness; not a nor- 
mal production even of nature, but a mon- 
strosity. Yet he made no such personal ap- 
plications of the term, or the thing, as the 
watchman artfully and ungenerously alleges, 
so that no man but a conscious abolitionist, 
recognizing his own likeness, could have been 
naturally offended. He was not ignorant that 
many ot the be3t men of the coun'ry an I the 
world, though they like not slavery, yet have 
still less liking for abolitionism, and would 
bave no connexion with it, but only inasmuch 
as it now necessarily brings them, against 
their own judgment and sympathies, into its 
political embraces. Tbey disdain the name 
and the thing. He charged not them nor the 
administratois of the government with having 
become, freely or necessarily^ infected with 
its virus, but only with submitting tamely to 
its "pressure," as the price of its allegiance 
to the geographical party which they repre- 
sent, and thereby sharing its responsibilities. 
It was, indeed, conveyed, and is now re- 
peated, that many such men are in that un- 
fortunate connexion, because that is not a mat- 
ter of speculation, but of fact and history. 
The fact is patent, and too important to be 
overlooked, in view of our public difficulties 
and dangers. Things are what th*y are, and 
tbey cannot be otherwise. To treat them as 
if tLey were not, or were not as they arc, 
would* be treachtrous to the public interests; 
and to seek those interests by honest state- 
ments, reasonings, and appeals, should expose 
no man to personal abuse or official reproba- 
tion, as if be were a dotard, a maniac, or the 
tcol of a treasonable faction, to be denounced 
and cursed accordingly, in the name of God, 
from the pulpit or the pres3. Y'et it has come 
to this — that ministers of Christ so fill their 
mouth with "cursing and bitterness," aud im- 
precate the wrath of heavsn, not so much on 
heathen, infidels, the sworn enemies of Zion, 
or great adverse Generals in arms, but upon 
their own brethren, acknowledged Christian 
and God-fearing men, who cannot conscien- 
tiously preach their political gospel, or bow 
down before the fantastic image which they 
haye set up. 

It is well that our accommodating watch- 
man "makes no objection, on his own part, to 
the word abolitionist, nor to anybody 3 calling 
bim by that name." How could he, while he 
gives out such a specimen as he has done, of 
the g»n!u3 and spirit, the scope and drift, toe 
luroci', »im, and ?ud which tlta". saj.; ow 



signifies and represents? Yet he pleases him- 
self with the thonght that he will, on this 
very account, shine in the same constellation 
with dead worthies whom he names ns hav- 
ing figured in the past history of anti-slavery 
discussion. But Buch a fnture is not likely 
to be for him. He will roll in a etifferent 
sphere, and a narrower orbit. Hopkins and 
Sharpe, Wilbert'orci and Thornton, Franklin 
and Jay, and others of that mould, reasonably 
excited as they were by the disclosed horrors 
of the middle passage and other abuses of sla- 
very which, however, then loomed up, out of 
dne proportions, in the twilight dawn of the 
new philosophy, yet looked not that their hu- 
mane insticts and generous sentiments would 
be afterwards wrought into the foundation of 
a wide-spread cosmopolitan and rationalistic 
unbelief. They thought not of originating a 
disorganizing and destructive policy, whose 
practical effect would be to pa'rrlyze or prevent 
the very sensibilities and 8ympV.hi.-a which, 
however honorable in themselves, are then only 
safe when subordinate to the higher faculties, 
and the higher faculties are subordinate to the 
will of God. To refer abolitionism, as now de- 
veloped, to such men, is as if one should refer 
Pelaginuism and its kindred errors to Jona- 
than Edwards, and would call for even more 
"lugubrious letters" than were ever written to 
Dr. Dana and for other "weeping prophecies" 
over the degenerateness of the times. I f those 
old worthies be supposed to have dropped some 
of the seeds out of which the tares of abolition- 
ism have sprung, it could have been only 
through mistake, or when some baptized sor- 
ceress bad drugged them with her miscalled 
and epnrions specific for the social regenera- 
tion of the world. However, it is a greater 
mistake to justify or condemn systexs or poli- 
cies of such reach and comprehension on the 
authority of distinguished name'. That is 
the vice which your correspondent attempted 
to portray — of making God and man to ex- 
change places, and of interpreting the divine 
institutions and constitutions by the imagi- 
nary higher law of our speculative conceits. 
In this respect it is evident that our uncon- 
scious waichinau perceives not the gray hairs 
that are upon his own head. How knows he 
in what attitudes this or any other subject, in 
all its relations, lies in another's mind; or 
that, however it may be, it is equivalent to the 
leuaicd mind of God, or that, in the htst re- 
duction, anything or everything, in the mind 
of God, pr, which is to the same effect, that 
everything is God, and God is everything, and, 
consequently, nothing I He can affect such 
wisdom only at the risk of annihilating faith 
in his Maker and Redeemer. 

But, in point of history: had our scrupulous 
watchman been as careful to understand, as to 
misrepresent the picture, he would have per- 
ceived that the painter not only did not deny 
that the question of the rightfulness of slavery 
had, more or less, agitated the country from 
the beginning; nor was ignorant of the warm 
disputes if had occasioned, bus was careful to 
represent that, before the era of abolition, our 
anti-slavery discussions hail boen restrained 
within the limits ot the Constitution and the 
laws. They did not betray us into public 
violations of our plighted faith. They produced 
no geographical parties anil Bectional sepa- 
rations. They debauched not, extensively, the 
conscience of the country, and perverted not 
the administrations of its government. They 
went rot to the extreme ot tearing up founda- 
tions. However warm the disputants, they 
said not, they thought not, they behaved not 
as if they thought, but did not dare to say, 
that the Constitution is "a league with death 
and a covenant with hell." Hid our author 
minded thoss not obscurely drawn distinc- 
tions, though bis invidious argument would 
have been prevented, that would have been 
eft no cost to his intelligence or his integrity. 

By a like observation, had bo been pleased 
to discuss the view taken by the picture, and 
explained in it and subsequently, of the al- 
leged evils resulting frcm the introduction of 
the mornl question of slavery into the politics 
of the country, he would have opened a field 
of profitable study both to himself and the 
people, whom he has so much contributed to 
mislead by antislavery agitation. But that 
would not have served the purpose of his tow- 
ering observations. -It would not have met 
the design of the ambitious journal which has 
placed him on its giddy height of ethioal and 
political speculation. Wherefore he turns 
away from It, as with cool indifference, and 
turns away the public attention from it, to an 
incontinent vilitying of half the people of his 
own State as a treasonable faction. Thus he 
prevaricates: "What he — the author of the 
picture — means by it, I will not undertake to 
say. Bnt what they mean by it, into whose 
bands he has fallen, and who are using him for 
their wicked purposes, is evident enough." 
Now, with nny people of Connecticut, except 
himself, or with their alleged wicked purposes, 
your correspondent has no concern. But it 
does concern him to reprove such shufiling ou 
the part of a public watchman — the declared 
orac!e of admiring and unquestioning num- 
bers, who are expected to suspend their judg- 
ment in conventions till tbey have heard wh it 
Doctor Bacon has to say, and not to sing at 
conceits till his icolian has pitched the tune. 
If he understood, as he seems to imply, the 
meaning of his author, he should not have so 
finessed with it, at such risk of aggravating 
the Cbttrcb n--d State controversies of 
Connteiicnt. Those long standing discords 
will now be likely to result, lioth to Church 
and Slate, in various divisions and vindictive 
qnarrcls; and much of the responsibility will 
belong to shoulders that are not broad enough 
for the Pclion and 0.-3a that will be heaped 
upon tnem. 

These things are said, Mr. Elltor, not be- 
cause } our correspondent has any pleasure in 
saying them, or thinks them of any conse- 
quence, except as they ore related to the great 
questions and strifes now threatening ruin to 
toe country. We must be contt nt now to say, 
and do many things which otherwise were 
foolish, and te be esteemed as foo's or insano, 
if we may thereby contribute to save the 
State, not," however, so much for the sake of 
the State itself as of the ark of God which is 
in it. Whether we are to enjoy, any longer, 
eivil and religious liberty, is the dark problem 
before us. Who should not be ready even to 
annihilate himself, if he might see that pro- 
blem worked out to the end of liberty ? But 
we can preserve our liberties only by preserv- 
ing their great bulwark — the Constitution — a 
Constitution whose distinguishing excellence 
it is, that it designs liberty only for those who 
bave intelligence and virtue to use it agreea- 
bly to its "providen'ial order. ' Should we 
give liberty to those for whom God has not 
designed it, and who know not how to use it, 
what must not become of us or them? Wecan 
make them free only at the cost of reducing 
oli selves, presently, to slavery, and them, ulti- 
mately, to extinction, or what is worse, th^it 
native brutish feticism. That is an everlasting 
law. He who deliberately breaks it, prefers 
hiinself, his party, or his school, before his 
country and his God. He becomes a shuffling 
politician at the cost of statesmanship, and 
sacrifices his Christianity to a very poor phi- 
losophy. May God save ns from the error, and 
the olherwise inevitable consequences, of our 
attempted violation of the law; and from the 
natural precursor of all 'such catastrophes — 
the unlawful and dishonorable suppression of 
free inquiry, outspoken opinions, generous 
discussion, manly protest and remouslrauce, 
and Christian aud constitutional in distinc- 
tion from philosophical and political methods 
of reform. Olherwise, it will happen to u3 as 
to all similar idolators in the history of effete 
nations whose watchmen were blind, and 
whose prophets prophesied deceits; and our 
record will be like theirs — a record of impiety, 
lhame, and rnin L.

Cincinnati, June 11. 

A special to the Commercial, dated Colum- 
bus 10, Bays that the butternuts are in their 
glory to-night. Delegations have been coming 
in by rail and wagon all day until the crowd 
numbers about four thousand. 

Vallandigham has the inside track as well 
as the outside track. The pressure for him is 
so great that all other aspirants are crowded 
ofT tho track. All about the streets you can 
tec men with the name of their chief placarded 
o» tho fronts of their hats. Caucuses of the 
different counties are being held to-night at 
all the hotels, but nothing can be arrived at 
but Vallandigham. 

McClellan is out of the way. A despatch 
was received from him to-night by Sam Cox, 
that, under no circumstances, would he allow 
his name to be used by them us a candidato 
for Gov. cf Ohio. Ranney andThunnan are 
mentioned by a few, but they stand no chance. 

Indianapolis, June 10. 

Thcmas A. Hendricks, Judge Perkins, ami 
other leading Democrats will issue an address 
to thememberjof their party to-morrow, ad- 
vising them to taake no resistance to the en- 
rollment or the Iraft, assuring them that it 
will be fairly don;, ami that the number to be 
drafted will be light. The war Democrats 
have in contemplation the perfecting of an 
irganization in the State. A consultation 
meeting, composed ef influential war Demo- 
crats, will be held heie on Friday to take the 
initiatory steps. 

Washington, June 10. 
Yesterday the grcates'. cavalry battle of the 
war was fought on the Rappahannock. The 
result has been the defeit of the rebels who, 
ns captured correspondcnc», shows, were about 
to attempt a most extensile raid into Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania, uider command of 
Stuart with some 15,000 eavalry. It waj 
known that Lee had assembled his cavalry, 
supported by artillery and iu'antry, between 
Culpepper Courthouse and Beierly's Ford, de- 
signing to send them upon a raid, and Gen. 
Pltasaotcn was sent with a poitiou of the di- 
visions of our cavalry, commanded by Gens. 
Buford and Gregg respectively, to intercept 
them. 

The force under Buford, consisting of por- 
tions of the first, second, fifth, and six '.h reg- 
ular cavalry and the sixth Pennsylvania cav- 
idry, reached Beverly for dearly Monday eve- 
r irg and CTCS3ed the river unopposed. Short- 
ly after midnight the force under General 
Gregg, consisting of portions of the 8th and 
9th New York, 8th Illinois, and 3d Indiana 
cavalry reached the ford and cotiinenced 
crossing at 4 A. M. 

The force which was on the right f rst met 
the enemy's pickets half a mile South of the 
ford, where a severe engagement itumsdiatoly 
commenced, the rebels being in heavy force 
and resisting the advance of our troops with 
continuous hand-to-hsnd fighting. When 
Gregg brought his force up to the fi^h'. and 
became engaged, the enemy gradually gave 
way, disputing every inch of ground desper- 
ately, however. In this way we made taoro 
than a doxen charges into the midst of th» 
rebel ranks, relying almost entirely upon ths 
E&bre, which was used with terrible effect. 

The enemy, on the other hand, repeated'.y 
charged, relying on their revolvers for the 
most part. Both sides were repeatedly driven 
back in the course of the battle, though we 
succeeded in driving the rebels, Fi'zhugh's, 
Lee's, and Wade Hampton's divisions of cav- 
alry, with artillery, all commanded by Gen. 
Stuart, back to a point about five miles south- 
west of where their pickets were first en- 
camped. Pleasanton then found the enemy 
so heavily reinforced with infantry and artil- 
lery aa to make it prudent to return to this 
side of the river. 

The return was commenced at 4 P. M., 
Gcd. Pleasanton briuging off 200 prisoners, 
his own wounded, and the bodies of his 
officers who had been killed in the engage- 
ment. The Gth Pennsylvania cavalry, which 
was in the advance under Buford, lost heavily, 
including six officers killed, wounded, or 
missing. The Sth New York had the advance 
under Gregg; and, under the command of 
Col. Davis, who was killed on the field, they 
acquitted themselves with much gallantry. 

On the return to this side of the river the 
enemy skirmished frequently with our rear 
guard, doing us no damage to speak of. 

As yet our loss has not been definitely as- 
certained. 

The proportion of horses killed in this al- 
most unequalled hand to hand cavalry battle 
was very large. 

The field from where Buford and Gregg first 
became engaged, throughout the whole dis- 
tance of five miles over which the enemy was 
driven before getting back to their reinforce- 
ments, was strewn with wounded rebels. 

Two batteries of our artillery were engaged 
and the enemy had the same force. Much 
credit is given our artillery for bravery and 
efficiency. 

From documents that fell into the hands of 
General Pleasanton it was ascertained that 
Stuart was to bave started on his intended 
raid within an hour or two 0'. the time our 
force came up with him. 



Cincinnati, June 11. 
Mr. Stevens, deputy provost marshal, and 
Mr. Clajlield, a detective, accompanied by an 
enrolling officer, were fired upon near Mane- 
viile, Ruth county, Ind., yesterday by some 
men in a wheat-field. Stevens was instantly 
killed and Clayfield was mortally wounded 
and died soon afterwards. 

The enrolling cflicer wa3shot twice through 
the clothing, but escaped uninjured. Two 
companies of the 7H>t Indiana left Indianapo- 
lis yesterday for the scene of murder. 

Asoldier was shot by a deserter at Shelby- 
ville, Ind., yesterday, while attempting to ar- 
rtbt the latter. 

Twelve hundred paroled Federal prisoners 
rrsscd through Louisville yesterday to join 
their regiments in Rosecrans' army." 

It is stated also that neither Admiral Dahl- 
gren nor Admiral Foote, although assign ;d to 
active sea service, is to abandon his position 
as head of Bureau in the Navy Department. 

No change in the relative position on tae 
left at Fredericksburg. 

Twenty-eight pieces of artillery are visible 
in the rebel batteries opposite oar left, some 
of them 20-pound Parrotts. 

A deserter who came over jesterday state3 
that the rebels have two grand divisions in 
front of the division of the Cth corps which 
has crosred the river. 

The rebels appear to be in full force in and 
about Fredericksburg.

Cuicaoo, June 11. 

A special from Memphis, tho 8th, says the 
steamer Luminary, from Young's Point at 8 
P. M., Friday, brings the following: 

General Kimball, with a force of 3,000 
men, was sent up the Yazoo river to Sataria, 
thirty miles below Yazoo City, and arrived 
there on the 4th, when, learning that a rebel 
force under General Adams was not far off, 
he mare lied immediately to meet him. 

At 10 A. M. on Thursday he came up with 
the pickets of the enemy an! a brisk light en- 
sued, lasting thirty minutes. The enemy gave 
way and n total rout ensued. Our losa is one 
killed and seventeen wounded. We captured 
one hundred prisoners. Their loss in killed 
nnd wounded was considerable. The* rebel 
fbree was 2,000 strong. 

No perceptible change before tho enemy's 
works at Vieksburg. 

Gen. Johnston still reported on Big Black, 
endeavoring to cross below the bridge with an 
army of 20,000 men. 

Gen. Osterhaus is watching his movements 
with sufficient force to chockmate any demon- 
stration be might make. 

A iumor is in circulation that Pemberton 
requested Grant to permit the women and 
children to pass through the lines. Over 300 
head of cattie and mules have been turned 
loose on account of scarcity of forage inside. 

ITrioune'B Special.] 

Washington, June 10. 
General Brooks has been assigned the com- 
mand of the Departmentof Monongahela, con- 
sisting of that portion of Pennsylvania which 
lies west of Laurel Ridge, with the Kastern 
counties of Ohio and Northern counties of 
Virginia. 

Recent semi-official telegrams from near 
Vieksburg state that rebel deserters and pris- 
oners named yesterday as the last day to 
which it was possible for the rebels to hold 
out. The statement made in private letters 
that the works defending Vieksburg are much 
stronger than those at Sebastopol is not mere 
guess work. 

Admiral Porter,, who was in the Crimea 
wbiie the seige was in progress, declares this 
to be so. 

Chaplain Sage, of the 4th Michigan, was 
fired on, and twice wounded by guerillas near 
Deep Run, on the Wrrrenton road, day before 
yesterday. 

He succeeded in making his escape with 
a wound through the arm and in the back, 
which is not considered dangerous. Several 
more of our men have been fired on near 
Deep Run by some of Mosby's men. 

The portion of Gen. Stahl's cavalry under 
Major Brewer of the 1st Michigan, sent ont to 
make a reconnoissance toward Blue Ridge, 
arrived safely iu Winchester yesterday. They 
went through New Baltimore and Front Roy- 
n', where they encountered 300 rebel cavalry 
whom they drove off. 

At Barton's they met 150 rebels, whom 
they charged and routed. Wo had only two 
men wcunded. 

. . Capt. Hanson, of the 2d Pennsylvania, h:ts re- 
turned from a reconnoissance to Upperville in 
connection with a party under Major Brewer. 

They did rot encounter any force of the en- 
emy at Aldie. They learned that Mosby was 
expected there with 200 men and 3 pieces of 
artillery. They returned with about 0 prison- 
ers and a number of horses. 

Among the prisoners^ Minor Thompson, a 
rebel spy, and a guard whom he attempted 'jo 
bribe. 

Richmond paper3 of the Cth report all quiet 
nt Vieksburg, and give a Mobile telegram of 
the 4th stating that we have been repulsed at 
Port Hudson, with the loss of an arm to Gen. 
Banks. Our loss in the late Vieksburg fights 
is given at 40,000 and the Confederate loss 
4,000.

Washington, June 10. 
It has been determined to accede to the re- 
quest of Admiral Farragut to be relieved from 
bis present cemmand.

There are rumors afloat of disaster at Vieks- 
burg, but no confirmation from either way. 
It is understood that advices from Vieksburg 
to the Gth have been received in Washington, 
but ore not thought to be of an important 
character. t 

The reported repulse of Gen. Banks at Port 
Hudson, as published in the Richmond papers, 
undoubtedly refers to the action of the 27th. 
Up to noon to-day no intelligence of any dis- 
aster had been received at Washington.

FRIDAY, JUNB 12, 1863. 

Thk Situation at Vicksbcho. — Capt. L. 
B. Dunham, of this city, has just returned 
from Vicksburg, and on Friday last visited 
Gen. Grant, at his headquarters in the rear of 
that place. A general feeling of confidence 
existed that our troops would be enabled to 
hold their position and eventually compel the 
capitulation of the rebel strODghold. It could 
be stormed at any time in two hours, but the 
sacrifice of life which that course would re- 
quire renders its prudent aud humane to con- 
tinue the siege and force a surrender. Tha 
works in the centre, under Generals Logan 
and Quimby, are only one hundred and ten to 
twenty yards from the Confederate batteries, 
So close that the combatants can converse with 
each other and throw out words of defiance. 
A vt ry heavy battery of sixty-four pounders 
was in course of construction under Col. Nor- 
ton, which, when completed, it is expected 
will be able to batter down the opposing 
works in a very few hours. Gen. Sherman is 
on the right, and his approaches to the belea- 
guered city have been advanced as close as 
those of Logan, and he is erecting additional 
thirty-two pound batteries. Gen. McCler- 
nand commands the left, with his corpa 
between Warrenton and Vicksburg; he 
Also is steadily making his approaches. 
Pimbcrton's force, it is thought, does 
not exceed 18,000, though various esti- 
mates place it from 18,000 to 30,000. The re- 
inforcements sent to Gen. Grant amount to 
about 60,000 men of all arms, and upon their 
arrival many of them have been sent to guard 
all the approaches of the rebel Gen. Johnston, 
£o that it has become a matter of impossibility 
lor Pemberton to receive aid in men, provis- 
ions, or munitions. All the information 
which Captain Dunham, who is a close and 
calm observer, has imparted to us, confirms 
the opinion which we expressed on Tuesday 
last, that the fall of Vicksburg is inevitable 
and that its fate is delayed only to save the 
teirible effusion of blood. Its surrender must 
be unconditional or there will be no quarter 
shown to the insolent garrison which has so 
long blocked the Mississippi as the robber 
batons of old were wont to do the river Rblne. 



t@?~ The Confederate Government, unable 
to obtain volunteers enough to sustain its 
cause, has resorted to threo conscriptions, and 
the three emhrnce the whole Southarn popu- 
lation between the ages of 16 and 55 years. 
All able-bodied men and boys between those 
ages are compelled, on penalty of death, to 
fight for the rebellion. Every Southern man 
or boy who seeks to flee from military service, 
or in any way to escape it, is executed merci- 
lessly and promptly. 

Conscriptions to carry on a rebellion or to 
effect a revolution are absurd in principle. 
The idea of n revolution involves the volun- 
tary, the spontaneous, the almost universal 
rising-up of a people to cast off their old gov- 
ernment and adopt a new one. A conscrip- 
tion to accomplish such an object, the forcing 
of a people by the mortal argument of the 
bayonet, the bullet, and the gallows, to chAnge 
their government, is truly a monstrous con- 
ception. Certainly an established govern- 
ment has, by the common consent of man- 
kind, a perfect right to demand the aid of all 
its own strong right arms to uphold it against 
the enemies who would subvert it, but the as- 
sertion of such a right or any kindred right 
by a self-styled government seeking to effect 
a revolution is an outrage upon the world's 
common sense. 

The Confederate Government, however, has, 
as we have seen, ordained and enforced a se- 
ries of al'-sweeping conscriptions. And now 
the Federal Government, in self-defence, deems 
it necessary to meet those all-sweeping rebel 
conscriptions with a greatly modified measure, 
the enrolment of a portion of its people for 
drafting, and lo, our rebel-sympathizers in the 
loyal States, the men who justify and applaud 
whatever the Southern rebels have done and 
are doing, cry out against the enrolment, de- 
nounce it as an atrocity, and call upon our 
people to resist it, and even to rise up in arms 
against it. We earnesiy wcrn these offenders 
to stop where they are, and we solemnly warn 
the people to submit quietly and cheerfully to 
the enrolment, not only because it is the law 
of the land, but because it is indispensable to 
the nation's salvation. 

If men will not do their duty in this matter 
from any motives of patriotism, let them at 
least be wise enough to pay some regard to 
considerations of their own personal welfare 
and safety. Of one thing the whole people, 
rebels, rebel-sympathizers, and Union meD, 
may rest fully assured: it is that the enrol- 
ment law, however and by whomsoever re- 
sisted, will be carried out steadily, resolutely, 
and without respect to persons. All opposi- 
tion to it, whether by act or word, and 
whether by high or low, will bring down 
upon? the offenders, no matter how many or 
how few they be, the stern and fearful pun- 
ishment that the law ordains. Men will 
be in far less danger in the midst of the red- 
dest carnage of the battle-field than in making 
opposition to the enrolment law in any man- 
ner, shape, or form, whatever. la some things 
our Government can undoubtedly afford to be 
indulgent and tolerant; but it could not, in 
this tenible exigency, indulge and tolorate a 
defiance of the enrolment law, or any direct 
Or ind irect attempt to obstruct its operation, 
without putting its own existence at hazard. 
The law will be executed even though the 
whole civil power and military strength of the 
nation be required to execute it. Combina- 
tions for purposes of resistance, if such be 
formed, will be swept away, if noed be, by 
fire and steel. 

Whether the enrolment law is or is not the 
best that could have been enacted is not now 
the question. It was enacted, it is the law, its 
enforcement is indispensable to the preserva- 
tion of our nationality, and it will be enforced. 



• Our troops in front of Vicksburg hear 
a vast deal of neighing in the city during the 
intervals of the firing. As all the horses in 
the eity are known to have bean killed on ac- 
count of there being no forage for them, it is 
presumed that the neighing is done by the 
rebels who are subsisting upon the flesh of the 
dead quadrupeds. 

No doubt the rebels, unable to get forage for 
tbeir beasts, thought it best to take the beasts 
as forage for themselves. We are not disposed 
to say nay or neigh to that.

General Rocsseap's Division. — We could 
not but be gratified during our late visit to 
Murfreesboro to Bee the thousand striking ev'- 
dences of the popularity of our distiaguished 
fellow- citizen Major-Gcner.il Rousseau. We 
found that he was universally bjloved and 
admired by bis fellow-officere and almost 
idolized by the soldiers. All the arrange- 
ments of his encampment, the exquisitely 
beautiful music-stand, the hundreds of arbors 
made of the green branches of cedars, and the 
handtome tents all covered with the same 
material, the whole of the intervening spaces 
being swept as clean as a lady 's parlor, seemed 
the elaborate work of an artist. He had the 
finest music from three or four bands in front 
of his headquarters several times a day, and it 
was pleasant to see in what numbers his men 
always gathered to listen and bow delighted 
they evidently were. The atmosphere aronn \ 
far from being polluted as the air of our 
camps almost uniformly is, was as pure as the 
fresh breezes of the mountains. 

Our Murfreesboro correspondent gives, in 
his letter that we publish to-day, some account 
of a review of Maj. Geu. Rousseau's Division 
on Monday of last week. W* were present at 
that review and also at a review of two of 
Gen. R.'s brigades on the preceding Thursday. 
We never saw finer or grander military 
displays. Iu their magnificence they must 
have been the next thing to the immortal bat- 
tle lately fought in the same vicinity. The 
troop3 appeared to have in their motions the 
regularity of the laws of Nature. 

On the day we left Murfreesboro, there was 
a review of Major-General Negley's division, 
and we much regretted tkat we could not stay 
to see it. The correspondents of the Cincin- 
nati papers say that it was a most noble mar- 
tial exhibition. We should be glad to copy 
their descriptions if we had room. There is 
no truer military spirit in the nation than 
General Negley. He has drawn his sword, 
first because he loves his country, and second- 
ly because he has an enthusiastic love for the 
profession of arms. Though a gentleman of 
almost princely fortune and accustomed to all 
the luxuries and elegancies of life, he pre- 
fers the tent and the plain fare and the camp- 
bed of the soldier to the finest sleeping apart- 
ments and the most costly tables that money 
could aommand. 



Gen. Sam. Houston has made a resur- 
rection. "After long seeming dead," he has 
been heard from again, and now as a candi- 
date for Governor of Texas. This movement 
is undoubtedly made to accomplish a secession 
from the Confederacy. Sam was deposed for 
bis loyalty when the rebellion broke out, and 
he remained a staunch Union man until our 
Congress framed the Confiscation Act, and 
then he took the oath of allegiance to the Con- 
federacy. Finding that the new Government 
is about played out, Houston is looking about 
him for the next best chance to play his cards, 
and he has made up his mind to go back to 
first principles, nndo all that was done under 
Tyler and Polk to bring Texa3 into the Union, 
and again declare her distinct State independ- 
ence. Should this be effected, there might be 
s- me singular diplomatic results, for Texas 
holds a different position from any other State, 
having once been actually sovereign and in- 
dependent, and so acknowledged by the United 
States, France, England, Holland, Belgium, 
and other powers. To prevent complications 
which our kind friends of France and England 
will not be backward in producing, it is ne- 
cessary that the authority of the United States 
government should be restored and enforced 
in Texas with all possible vigor. When the 
Mississippi is opened that State will be cut 
off from the Confederacy completely, and the 
presence of a few thousand Union troops will 
soon enable the loyal sentiment of the State 
to exhibit itself and the people will then 
promptly regulate their own affairs, expel 
their oppressors and gather again rapturously 
under the protection of the old stars and 
stripes. 

The Editor of the Louisville Journal says 
bis strategy is approved unanimously by 
the conservative men of the country. Perhaps 
go; but we have met with none of these con- 
servatives.

A gentleman of middle age, with 
a well-balanced mind and excellent attain- 
ments, and with a heart ever loyal to the 
government of our fathers, Dr. Allen is ad- 
mirably quali6ed for the position to which his 
friends would assign him. 



Board of Trade. — Committees of the Board 
Of Trade are now eDgaged in calling upon our 
citizens who are engaged in trade, manufac- 
tures, navigation, or any ciechanieal pursuit, 
to co-operate with the Association, and, by 
becoming members, to give it vitality and sta- 
bility. There is no other city in tho Union, 
•which approac hes Louisville in population and 
aggregate business, which is without a simi- 
lar institution, and the interests of the city 
imperatively demand that some such board of 
control should be established permanently 
among us. We have active rivals on every 
side of us, who are always using the most 
Strenuous exertions to divert our trade from 
us, and have their paid agents in our city to 
induce visiting merchants to make their pur- 
chases elsewhere. Without presuming to say 
•where the defect exists, it is evident that at 
present Louisville is Buffering greatly for 
•wont of some authorized body to direct its 
business and look to its interests. As an in- 
stance in point we give the following: Same 
merdbants from Gallatin, where there is no 
Itard established under the recent Treasury 
regulations, reached here for the purpose of 
making purchases. They came loaded down 
•with certificates of loyalty and good standing 
from military men of the highest position and 
from much-eateemed civilians of their sec- 
tion, but when they applied for goods here 
they were invariably met with the 
response that it would be impossible 
for them to procure permits for their 
Shipment. At this juncture they were 
accosted by a strange gentleman in the street, 
who told them hewasawareof their difficulty, 
and advised them to go to Cincinnati, where 
lie guaranteed that they could get all the 
goods they wanted and all the requisite per- 
mits to ship them, and held out the further in- 
ducement, that, if they could not complete the 
trade as he said they could, they should be at 
no expense for their passage to Cincinnati and 
bock, or for their hotel bill while in the for- 
mer city. This is not an isolated case. Goods 
pass through here from Cincinnati for lower 
Kentucky and Tennessee when they are pro- 
hibited from shipment from this point, and all 
of Southwestern Kentucky is supplied freely 
with goods from Evansville, while we cannot 
get permission to send a single package from 
Louisville. 

Such injustice could be prevented by a Board 
of Trade, and the corrective applied without 
any difficulty, but what is everybody's busi- 
ness is nobody's business, and thu3 we have 
gone on until our former trade is reduced to a 
miserable shadow, and things arc daily grow- 
ing worse. We want and must have a live, 
active, and loyal Board to take all these mat- 
ters in hand and then before the fall business 
Eets in we can have everything \ ropcrly regu- 
lated. We earnestly hope therefore that all 
•who are interested in the prosperity of Louis- 
ville will resolve to co-operate with the Board 
of Trade. There are eome who hold back be- 
cause an affirmation of loyalty is required of 
the member?, and yet these quibblers claim tp 
be as good Union men as anybody! They 
would go to the Collector and take the neces- 
sary oath to secure a permit, and yet they pro- 
fess to think it is an unwarrantable inter- 
ference with personal liberty lo say that a 
member of the Board of Trade must make a 
loyal test. We hope the present members of 
the Board will work zealously to perfect their 
organization, and as to those who have such 
qualms that they strain at a gnat while they 
can swallow a eamel, let them remain in their 
disloval isolation. There shouM be at lea3t 
three hundred loyal and true men enrolled at 
the next meeting of the Board on Tuesday 
evening. The re can be if the proper exertions 
are made. 

Flao Presentation. — A very beautiful flag 
WSs^nesented to Hospital No. 18 yesterday 
evening by the loyal ladies of the Second 
Ward. The presentation speech was delivered 
by Miss Fanny Strasburg, and was a fitting 
address for the occasion — full of patriotic ar- 
dor, and entirely^appropriate.

Korlh Work or th« Sanitary Commissiok. 
Since its organization in 1861, the National 
Sanitary Commission has expended nearly 
four hundred thousand dollars in money, and 
lias distributed hospital stores of the value of 
several millions of dollars. At the present 
time it disburses, for the benefit of the sick 
and wounded of the army, about one thou- 
sand dollars and about ten thousand articles 
of clothing each day. From the battle of 
Murfreesboro to the 1st of May, it distributed 
Over eleven thousand packages. 

Fibk. — A fire occurred last night about hal- 
past ten o'clcck at the residence of Mr. Hall, 
on the corner of Brook and Broadway street'. 
The fire was accidentally communicated to 
seme clothing in a closet by a candle, in the 
hands of Mrs. Hall, but was extinguished by 
the engines, which were promptly on the spot, 
before much damage was done.

VallandighMn literature fills the rebel pa- 
pers to the exclusion of almost everything 
else. 

Breckinridge made a speech in Mobile on 
the 29th of May. Hia corps, according to rebel 
authorities and ntwspapere, has returned to 
the Ticinity of Shelbyvillc. They may aay 
this only to deceive us with legard to their in- 
tentions. 

Gen.Turchin^naue a reconnoissance towards

Glasgow, Ky., June 11. 

Col. Graham, of the 5th Indiana cavalry, 
commanding a detachment of his regiment 
and the 14th Illinois cavalry, 700 men, has 
just returned from au expedition for the cap- 
ture of the rebels who were making a raid on 
Edmonton, and to destroy tho mill used near 
by Marrow Bone. He destroyed the mill and 
ciossed the river eight miles below Burksville, 
and attacked a camp of rebels on Kettle creek. 
He then returned, after capturing 2 mountain 
howitzers, all their small arm?, 26 mules and 
40 horses, and destroying the mill, with a 
large quantity of flour. We did not lose a 
single man. 

PniLADKLri ia, June 11. 

The following has been received here by 
mail from Washington, dated the 10th: 

Two d(6patchcs were received from Grant, 
addressed to different gentlemen, in his ofli ial 
position. The despatches are dated on Mon- 
day, a much shorter time in obtaining advices 
trom Vicksburg than heretofore. An import- 
ant fact and one which has occasioned much 
anxiety is derived from them, namely, that 
Gen. Grant was in communication witn Gon. 
Banks as late as the 4th inst., at which time 
Port Hudson was closely invested. 

Gen. Grant reports that Jo. Johnston is 
concentrating troops to operate against him, 
and mentions a report that three divisions are 
moving from Gen. Bragg to reinforce Jolin- 
ston. Gen. Breckinridge is known to have 
joined him. 

Vicksburg is still closely invested. The 
siege is progressing favorably. 

The tone of the despatches is represented to 
be such as to show that Grant fears neither the 
enemy in his front nor rear. It is presumed 
that he did not know at the date of his de- 
spatch whether or not he was to be reinforc ed. 

This information inspires increased hope 
and confidence in the final success of the 
siege. 

CmcAfiO, June 11. 

A special despatch from Memphis, dated the 
81b inst., says the sleimer Luminary, from 
Young's Point, at eight o'clock P. ^f . "on Fri- 
day, tbe&th, has arrived here with the follow- 
ing interesting intelligence: 

Gen. Kimball, with a force of three thou- 
sand nen, was sent up the Yazoo river to 
Satonia, thirty miles below Yazoo City, and 
arrived theie on Ihe 4th inst. He learned 
that a lehel force nnder Genen.l West Adams 
was not far off, and he immediately marched 
to meet him. On Thursday morning, the 4tb, 
we came up with the pickets of the enemy, 
wl en a I f k fight ensued, lasting thirty 
minuUs. The enemy gave way, and a total 
route ensued. 

Our loss is 1 killed and 17 wounded; their 
loss in killed and wounded was considerable. 
We captured 100 prisoners. The rebel force 
numbered 2,000. 

There is no perceptible change before the 
enemy's works at Vicksburg. Gen. Jo John- 
ston is reported to be still at Big Black river, 
endeavoring to cross below the bridge with a 
force of 20,000 men. Gen. Osternaus was 
watching his movements with sufficient force 
to checkmate any demonstration he may at- 
tempt to make. 

There was a rumor in circulatioa to-day 
that Gen. Pemberton has requested General 
Grant to permit the women and children in 
Vicksburg to pass through the Federal lines 

Over 300 bead of cattle and mules havo be n 
turned loose hy the rebels on account of the 
scarcity of forage with them. 

Washington, Jnne 11. 

Affairs along the front of the Army ol the 
Potomac remain as at last advices, the enemy 
as well as our own troops maintaining their 
original lines of battle below town. 

Intelligence from North Carolina to Vir- 
ginia shows that the enemy bas no strong 
force there. 

Kewbern, If. C, June 9— United States 
tiatt sport steamer Alabama leaves here this 
morning at ten o'clock for New York. 

The concurrent testimony of deserters leaves 
no doubt that long imojldering fires of revolu- 
tion are breaking out in the interior of North 
Carolina, and ihat di. affect : on has reached a 
point far beyond even the significance of the 
intimations of the journals of the State. 
Several thousand armed refugees from the 
conscription have been for weeks intrenched 
in the mountains with artillery, successfully 
defying the Confederate authorities. 

The Raleigh Standard complains that the 
rebel conscription act has not been enforce 1 in 
Georgia and Mississippi, whilo North Caro ira 
has been raked as with a fine-tooth comb. It 
appears tbat in the battle of Chancellorjville 
twenty-nine North Carolina regimen'.s were 
placed in front to resist Hooker's advance, sus- 
taining an immense slaughter, while the South 
Carolina ai d 1 irginia trojps were held in re- 
serve. This massacre of North Carolinians 
is boldly and freely denounced, and the Con- 
federacy is charged with grpss injustice and 
bad faith. Numerous and studied indignities 
put upon the State and her people are keenly 
resented. 

It is proposed to make Gen. Wild, of the 
African brigade, Military Governor of North 
Carolina. 

McBFitEEsaoao, June 11. 

The Chattanooga Rebel of the 4th, in au ar- 
ticle on the situation, declare* that Breckin- 
ridge's corps had returned to Bragg and that 
Johnston was so secure in his position that he 
needed no more troops. It is suspected thU 
Breckinridge has never left Bragg s camp. It 
is known that regiments from two of Breck- 
inridge's brigades figured in the reconnois- 
sance made on the 4th of Jnne. 

We have no later news from Vicksburg. 
Rebel pickets refused to exchange newspapers, 
and it is suspected that the latest issues con- 
tained news of reverse at Vicksburg. 

Citizens from Sbelbyville who reported the 
surrender of Vicksburg, state positively that 
it bad been published in rebel papers. Chat- 
tanooga papers of the 7th and 8th contain 
nothing regarding it 

Nbw York, June 11. 

The Post says a committee of citizens who 
recently visited Washington, to lay before the 
President the project of raising a division of 
10,000 colored soldiers, report that he fully 
approved the proposition, only regretting that 
the fact did not warraut them in asking au- 
thority to raise 100,000. and declaring himself 
ready, as Eoon as a sufficient number cauld be 
raised, to make them a part of a command for 
Gen. Fremont. If it should be deemed expe- 
dient, he would create a department ex.ire&ly 
for Fremont, so as to carry out las combina- 
tion of white and black regiments. 

A series of public meetings are to be held in 
j the several counties to initiate the measure. 



Washinoton, June 11. 
An unofficial telegraph despatch from the 
vicinity of Vicksburg, received to- lay, snys 
the rebels in a 6mall force attacked Milliken's 
Bend end Young's Point on the Gth instant, 
but were decidedly repulsed at both points. 
The colored troop3 at the former place at first 
gave wpy, but when, they learned that thos^ 
of their number who were captured were kill- 
ed they ra;lit.d with great fury and routed the 
enemy. 

Ac'vices to the 4th instant have been re- 
ceived from Port Hudson. Everything there 
lcoked favorable to our final sncceS3. 

The following official telegram was received 
tti-> afternoon: 

Poolesvil e, June 11. — The rebel cavalry 
came across the river thia morning at day- 
break, about 2!>0 strong. They dashed rap- 
idly up the low-path, driving in our patrols, 
and attacked company I of the 6th Michigan 
cavalry, who were on picketduty. Ourforces 
gradually fell back, pressed by the enemy to 
within three miles of Poolesville. The enemy 
tl.en retreated to Seneca, burned the camp of 
the Mich : gan company, retreated down the 
tow-p^th, and recrossed the river. Wc lost 
four men killed and one badly wounded. The 
enemy left cn the field one lieutenant and one 
man killed. 

New York, June 11. 

The Tribune says we have letters from our 
correspondent Xenopbon to the Gth inst. He 
gives a hopeful view of ihe progress of the 
siege, and reports the repulse of a sortie 
against one of our mining parties on the night 
of the 3d, and demonstrates that Jo Johnston 
cannot possibly get near enough to strike 
Grfett wuhout being extinguished, and says 
that the garrison will soon be compelled by 
famine to capitulate.

Washington, June 11. 

It has been sreertained that the rebel cav- 
alry at Culpepper, so severely handled in the 
late engapement, is now supported by large 
bodies of infantry and heavy artillery. 

We have nothing further in reference to the 
recent fight. 

It is announced that the Government will 
give the enrolment act the most liberal con- 
struction that may be possible. 1 

HAKRisnrriG, June 11. 

Maj. Gen. Couch arrived here this evening 
to consult with Gov. Cut tin on the best means 
of defending the border from anticipated inva- 
sion. They will be joined to-night by Gen. 
Se henck and Brooks. Most energetic means 
are being devised and will be carried into ef- 
fect at once. It is thought the Governor will 
issue a proclamation to-morrow calling for the 
organization of a number of men. 

New York. June 11. 

Capt. Butler, of the bark Whistling Wind, 
states that he was boarded on the Gth instant, 
in latitude 33 38 aud longitude 71 70, by the 
rebel pirate Coquette. After all hands were 
placed ou board the Coquette the Whistling 
Wind was set on fire and burned. She had a 
cargo of coal for the Government, and was 
bound from Philadelphia for New Orleans. 

San Francisco, Jnne 11. 

Advices of the capture, by a privateer, of 
tho second California-bound ship, and that in- 
surance against war risks had advanced to ten 
per cent, are likely to cause a material ad- 
vance in general merchandise. 

Business is dull. 

At the primary election yesterday the Union 
pary of San Francisco elected delegates to the 
convention favorable to the nomination of F. 
F. Law for Governor, making his chance al- 
most certain. 



IUYEK, NEWS. 
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ANOTnxB Dkrd of Blood. — One of the most 
cool and deliberate murders that ever was per- 
petrated, was committed in Covington about 
ton o'clock on Tuesday night. Tho particu- 
lars of the fifiair, a3 near as we can learn them, 
are about as follows: Two men, named John 
W. Swain and Peter Finley, employed iu the 
livery-stable of Jacob Metz & Co. — the for- 
mer in the capacity of carriage-washer, Aic., 
and the latter as hostler and general superin- 
tendent of the stable in the absence of the 
proprietors — hud a difficulty Tuesday afternoon 
in regard to twenty-five cents which Finley 
had received for greasing of the wheels of a 
buggy. It seems that Swain performed the 
work, but did not happen to be in when the 
money was paid. Upon returning and finding 
tbat Finley had received it, he demanded the 
amount. The latter declined to hand it over, 
hut proposed to take Swain and the other em- 
ployes of tho stable out and treat thein, that 
having always been the custom when soall 
sums were received for such jobs. Swain ob- 
jected to the proposition, and was considera- 
bly displeased about the matter. 

The parties ejuarreled pretty much all the 
afternoon and evening about the affair, and 
Swain was heard to say that "he would get 
the worth of the quarter out of Finley," or 
semttbing to that effect; but no one who 
knew the parties and were familiar with the 
circumstances which led to the difficulty, sup- 
posed that serious results would ensue from 
it. About ten o'clock at night, as Finley 
was passing along Third street, about a hun- 
dred yards from the stable, Swain rushed out 
of a narrow alley and exclaimed, "Now I've 
got you," end cut him on the head twice with 
a knife. One of the wounds wus inflicted im- 
mediately on top of the head, and wai about 
three inches in length. The other was on 
the forehead, about ono inch and a half in 
leDgth. Dr. T. N. Wise, who was called in to 
render medical aid in the ca3e, did not regard 
either one of the cuts as at all dangerous, 
there being no indentation of the skull what- 
ever. The wounds proved fatal, however, 
Finley expiring at half-past one o'clock on 
Wednesday morning. Swain escaped across 
the river to Cincinnati, where he wa3 arrested, 
a few hours after daylight, aud is now confined 
in (he jail at Covington. 



A Mcsical Doc. — The splendid Esquimaux 
dog, Myouk, the last of Dr. Kane's sledge 
train, and travelling in connection with the 
Arctic Panorama, which opens at Masonic 
Hall next week, haa acquired considerable 
reputation as a singer lately.

Tng Suez Canal.— The Philadelphia North 
American says the Kmperor of the French has 
stood (rod-father to two notable schemes— the 
Suez Canal and the Nicaragua Canal— but be 
has not been fortunate in hi3 god-children. 
The Nicaragua scheme fizzled out under the 
auspices of M. Felix Belly, about two years 
ago, in a most unsatisfactory manner, not evon 
a decent commencement of the work having 
been made. The Suez Canal, begun earlier, 
and prosecuted with more or less energy down 
to the present time, reflects more credit on 
French engineering skill and on the persever- 
ance of its origina'or and promoter, M. Ferdi- 
nand Lestepe. But even this scheme, partly 
successful as it is, appears doomed, unless the 
objects for which it was mainly undertaken 
shall be abandoned. We regret the failure of 
both schemes, for they would, if carried out 
on legitimate principles, have facilitated the 
progress of the commerce of the world. A re- 
ally navigable ship canal across Nicaragua 
would save the tedious and dangerous voyago 
round Cape Horn, and a similar canal across 
the sandy tracts of Egypt to Suez would 
abridge the voyage frcm Western Europe to 
India fix thousand miles. The»« are great de- 
siderata, and bad not both schemes been so 
essentially based upon the ambitious military 
policy of France the commercial world might 
pofsibly have been inclined to come forward 
with money to aid in carrying thorn out. But 
the fact is that the cloven foot has peeped out 
so unmi5takably in the course of their develop- 
ment that their failure will now excite but lit- 
tle regret. 

The Suf z Canal was projected about C ve years 
ago. M. Lesseps, and a staff of French en- 
gineers, surveyed the ground with the consent 
of Aibas Pasha, the Governor of Egypt, and 
laid down the line of the proposed canal, se- 
lecting Port Saib, on the Mediterranean side, 
as the European or western embouchure, and 
Suez as the eastern. They made estimates of 
the cost of the work, and issued a prospectus 
inviting subscriptions to the nmoun'. of 330,- 
000,000 francs ($70,000,000). A company 
■was formed, «nd Abbas Pasha's support was 
procured by the allotment of a large number 
of shares for his own private portion. He 
was also induced to consent to a conscription 
of the fellahs in order to raise an army of 
vf orkrucn to serve under the French engineers. 
This system of forced labor is legal in Egypt, 
but illegal in other portions of the Turkish 
Empire. II. Lesseps, taking advantage of 
this fact, procured an order from the Pasha 
for a regular relay of 20,000 men per 
month; but as this involved 2",u00 al- 
ways returning to their home3 (at their own 
expense), 20,000 coming and 20,000 at' actual 
work, 60,000 men were constantly abstracted 
from their proper labor. Oue of the condi- 
tions of the undertaking was, that the pro- 
moters should obtain the consent of the Turk- 
ish government to it within eighteen months; 
but the French engineers did not wait for such 
apiece of formality as this; thoy boldly set 
to work at once, and established at Port Saib 
a colony of workmen, officered and brigaded 
in true military style, provided with tents, 
ambulances, wagons, ovens, medicines, sur- 
geons, and chaplains. They established a 
steamer to run between that station and Alex- 
andria, to carry regular supplies of materials 
and provisions, and they erected a lighthouse, 
thus coolly takiDg possession of territory prop- 
erly belonging to the Sultan Abdul Medjil 

All this was not done, however, without 
Strong opposition on the part of the British 
Ambassador at Constantinople, who repre- 
sented to the Porte that it was an insidious 
attempt to establish a line of military occupa- 
tion which would sever Egypt from Turkey 
Mr. Suphcnson, the illustrious English engi- 
neer, was also employed to visit the ground 
and report upon the engineering features of 
the French project. His report was exceed- 
ingly unfavorable; not so mnch, however, to 
the practicability of the scheme, aa to its being 
rimunerative. The Turkish Government was 
duly impressed with these representations, 
and withheld its sanction; but the French 
somehow found means to allay the fears of 
Abdul Medjid, and satisfy the cupidity of 
Abbas Pasba, and the scheme was carried 
on in an informal and illegal manner. In the 
course of time Abdul Medjid died, and was 
succeeded by his brother, Abdul Aziz, the 
present (ner>:etic ruler of Turkey — a man of 
a very different stripe from his effem- 
inate and emasculated predecessor; and 
Abbas Pasha also passed away to that para- 
dise promised by the Frophet to all true 
believers. So did his successor, Said Pasha; 
and then there arose a Pharaoh named Ismail 
Pasha, "who knew not Joseph,'' nor would 
recognize the pretensions of M. Lesseps k Co. 
The latter appear to have had misgivings from 
the very moment of the accession of Ismail to 
the Pashalik of Egypt; and the French Con- 
sul at Cairo betrayed unusual excitement at 
the diplomatic reception which then took place. 
His fears were too well founded. Communi- 
cations began to pass between Ismail Pasha 
and the Turkish government. Ismail 30on after- 
ward paid a visit to the Sultan at Constantino- 
ple, and the latter has just returned the compli- 
ment by visiting Egypt, and viewing with his 
own eyes the progress of the French works. 
Abdul Aziz became assured of one fact which 
did not apprar in the programme, viz: the oc- 
cupation of the lands and towns adjoining the 
line of the canal by the French, with the addi- 
tional circumstance of their claiming the 
ownership of these lands and towns. This 
was enough to "rile his dander,'' and he de- 
cided upon instant action. He accordingly 
sent despatches to the French and English 
governments announcing that a9 the Suez 
canal scheme had never received the formal 
sanction of the Turkish government, it must 
be suspended, until that be obtained; that he 
cannot sanction such practices as lovying 
•workmen by conscription, and that he will no 
longer permit the claim of the promoters to 
all the land bordering upon the canal; this 
last claim would give them Suez-Tinzah, Port 
Said, and the whole frontier line of Syria, 
nominally as stations and corn-patches, but 
in reality as outposts with a view to the oc- 
cupation of Egypt. The despatches point out 
that this is too much to tolerate. The Turkish 
government says: "We should be wanting in 
all our duties, should lose the esteem of all our 
friends, and should allow the establishment of 
a state of things destined to lead to daily coa- 
flicts, if wc were not to declare that this clause 
will never receive our sanction." And, sum- 
ming up its objections, it makes any further 
progress with the works depend upon the ab- 
solute neutrality of the channel, the abolition 
of forced labor, and the abandonment of all 
claims to the lands adjoining the canaL It 
offers, also, on account of the private intere3t3 
involved and the loss which would accrue 
from stopping the works, to take the necessary 
measures for returning to the company the 
money they have spent, in the event of their 
not wishing to proceed further under the re- 
quired conditions; but then they must surren- 
der the works and the property in return for 
the repayment, and in that event the Porte, 
in concert with the Viceroy of Egypt, would 
adopt such measures as might be most appro- 
priate for realizing the execution of the work. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Morning Hcrald'says: "The Turkish despatch 
about the Suez Canal is still making a great 
deal of noise. The public in general express 
their conviction that that despatch was penned 
at the dictation of England, and the feeling 
expressed towards us in consequence is any- 
thing but friendly. That feeling, I am bound 
to say, is not confined to the plebs. Eminent 
politicians here have repeatedly expressed 
their belief that England would never allow 
France to obtain the exclusive command of 
the overland route to India, and now predict 
that M. de Lesseps' canal, though it may pos- 
Bibly unite the two seas, will assuredly bring 
about a serious split between the two coun- 
tries. The government papers, however, do 
their best to pooh-pooh the despatch, and treat 
it as without importance, a view which no 
one who has read it tan possibly entertain. " 
There cau be ne doubt that this action of the 
Turkish government will seriotulf .ntetfere 



with a cherished French project— a proje:t 
which dates back to the early days of the first 
Napoleon, and has beon upheld w ith more or 
less enthusiasm by those politics ins who be- 
lieve that it is the duty of France to extin- 
guish the British Empire in India, and appro- 
priate it to herself. But the Turkish govern- 
ment has acted with such skill in the matter 
that it will be difficult to pick a quarrel out of 
it, which perhaps will be the mo3t annoying 

part of the business.

TaitJNB, June 7, 1863. j 
Major General Gordon Grander having bsen 
ordered by Gen. Rosecrans to move the main 
portion of the right wing of the Army of the 
Cumberland from Franklin to Triune, we 
marched there on June 31, leaving a small 
force at Franklin under Col. Baird, of the 85th 
Indiana, to hold the fortifications. The rebel 
foices in front, at Spring Hill, having been 
foiled in their two attacks under Van Dorn, 
thinking that "now or never" was their time 
to capture it, made a desperate dash, with some 
five or six thousand cavalry and eome artille- 
ry under Gen. Forrest, on Thursday, the 4th 
inst. We heard the cannonading of the rebels 
and the replies of the heavy fortification gum 
at Triune at 3 P. M. Signals hiving been 
passtd here at 3:30, Gen. Granger ordered Col. 
A. P. Campbell, of the 2d Michigan, command- 
ing the 1st cavalry brigade, to hasten with 
his troops to the relief of Franklin. He'gal- 
loped out at 4 o'clock with his cavalry in the 
following order: 6th Kentucky cavalry, Col. 
Watkins commanding; 4th Kentucky caval 
ry, Col. Cooper commanding; 2d Michigan 
cavalry, Mej. Godley commanding; 0th Penn- 
sylvania cavalry, Col. Jordan commanding. 

Nearing Franklin, we found the rebels had 
possession of part of the town, and hal plant- 
ed their artillery in the outskirts, had sur- 
rounded the fortifications on the north side of 
the Harps tli with his cavalry, having bis heav- 
iest forces on the left, between Franklin and 
Triune. After a severe march of fourteen 
miles over a very rocky and partially red-ce- 
dared country, we came in sight of the ene- 
my's pickets about sunset. The 6th Kentucky, 
Col. Watkins (in advance), were ordered by 
Col. Campbell to charge the enemy on a bye- 
road. Tbey fled at the dash, to the left, with- 
out showing fight, and crossed the Harpeth in 
great disorder at Hughes's Mill and Ford, and 
were followed by Col. Watkins to the Lewis- 
burg pike, who captured and brought up a reb- 
el ammunition wagon. The 4th Kentucky 
(being now in front) came up with a second 
force of the enemy, at two miles this side the 
forts. (Col. Cooper's horse, in the gallop over, 
had fallen with him on the rocky, slippery 
road, and seriously injured him.) Major 
GwyDoe, now commanding the 4th, was or- 
dered to deploy to the left and present front. 
The 2d Michigan, marching in column o i the 
road, were attacked by the en?my in force on 
the flank. They were instantly prepared to 
fight aa dragoons on foot, and engaged the en- 
emy, Col. Campbell ordering Col. Jordan with 
the Sth Pennsylvania to support them in col- 
umn on each flank with drawn sabre for a 
charge, which was promptly done. The fight- 
ing was very severe here tor an hour between 
the forcc3. The rebels appeared to be deter- 
mined to hold their ground as if they intended 
to hold the battle-field, and continue the Frank- 
lin attack in the moroing, but they were com- 
pelled to give way after our force got fairly to 
work, and tbey lied toward the fords in much 
confusicn. 

The 9th Pennsylvania were now ordered 
down the Murfreesboro road to turn the ene- 
my's left flank. The enemy rallied after a 
short flight, and drew up in a very fair line of 
battle, but it was of no use, the blood of our 
men was now up, and the rebels were unable 
to stand the deadly fire of our revolving rifles 
of the 2dMicbigan. He was pressed so close- 
ly p.t this point that Gen. Armstrong's battle- 
flag and four of its escort were captured by 
the 1st bataliion, 2d Michigan, Capt. Smith, 
and he left lying here 18 killed and wounded. 
The 4th Kentucky charged on the right, cap- 
turing half a score. The enemy broke once 
more and the eager troopers of the 3d, 4th, and 
yih pursued him through the now darkened 
woods and brushes and fields, and over the 
stone walls and fences lighted up by the 
flashes of the carbines. He divided his force3 
in the general ' sauve qui peut", part dashing 
over the Harpeth at McGavoch's Ford to the 
Lewitburg pike and part running clear round 
the forts and crossing the Nashville pike be- 
tween them and Brentwood, crossed the Ilar- 
pcth below Franklin and reached their camp. 
It was most unfortunato that we could not 
have had an hour more of daylight, and 
have gotten a haul of prisoners of some mo- 
i: i i,t. including the General commanding. 
Our cavalry were gathered together by sound 
of bugle aud marched near the fort on their 
o'd camping ground, and lay down for the 
night in a drenching rain storm, shelterless 
and supperless. The rebels had drawn off 
their forces from the attack of the forts when 
they heard the cavalry firing on the Triune 
road. 

The town of Franklin, lyincr in di^ctranga 
bttwe u tie forts aniwlerethe rebel artil- 
liry was posted, was in a dangerous position, 
ana ihcnicstof the terrified inhabit mts fled to 
the cellars or the country. A sco-e of the in- 
habitants brought their families over the pon- 
toons into the fort, and manfully took up 
arms against the rebels, proving that there 
are men in Middle Tennessee who will yet 
fight for their country when the iron yoke of 
the Confederacy is relieved from their nocks. 
Several of fie houses were fired in the artil- 
lery engagement, but they were extinguished 
— many of them bad balls and shells through 
them, but fortunately none of the inhabitants 
were injured. 

At 8 P. M. Gen. Granger ordered a brigade 
of infantry and a battery of artillery from 
Triune to Franklin. Marching through the 
storm and darkness, they arrived at daylight 
on the 5th. There were reconnoissances made 
by the infantry and some artillery and a small 
force cf cavalry on the 5th, and there was 
some little skirmishing, but the enemy hai 
withdrawn bis forces to Spring Hill at 2 P. M. 
and the dropping shots ceased. The Troops 
that had marched from Triune to the relief of 
Fianklin returned to camp here on the 6th. 

The Federal cavalry loss was 3 killed and 
4 wounded. The rebel loss wa3 25 men and 3 
offictrs killed and wounded in our hands (biside 
those who escaped wounded), and 25 prisoners. 

The rebel surgeon who came over to look 
after their wounded said that (Jen. Armstrong 
acknowledged himself badly whipped, and that 
it was only the darkness that enabled him to 
draw off his forces, they having a thorough 
know ledge of the country. . 

In. the reconnoissance of the 5th, Col. Faulk- 
ner, commanding the 7th Kentucky (being 
part of Col.,l!aird's forces), most unfortunately 

fot severely wounded in the thigh and scrotum 
y a musket ball. 

Colonel Campbell complimented the officers 
and men of his command very highly for 
their efficiency and bravery; also for the 
"vim" and willingness with which the officers 
instantly executed his commands. 

Colonel Watkins, with the Gth Kentucky, 
was ordered to return from the Lewisburg 
pike, but failed to get back and participate in 
the engagement with bia regiment on the 
evening of the 4th. 

. The next time the reb3 "try it on" Frank- 
lin, "may we be there to see," as Cowper 
says in his Johnny Gilpin.
